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SSC frosh

in a study conducted by Mr. Warren 
\W, DeLey, Director of Institutional Studies 
at Sacramento State ( ollege, it was learned 
that if past trends are repeated, more 
than half of the new incoming freshmen 
at SSC will drop out before their fourth 
or senior year, This was concluded from 
a study of the Fall, 1965 Freshmen class 
at SSC. 

The survey was mailedinJanuary, 1969 
to each individual who had originally en- 
tered SSC as a freshman in the Fall of 
1965, regardless of whether stillenrolled, 
Responding to the survey wer 518 (67%) 
of the former freshemn, including 52% 
of those no longer registered at SSC, 

Slightly over half (54%) of the original 
freshmen had left SSC prior to what nor- 
mally would have been their fourth year, 
This withdrawal rate appears similar to 
national averages according to Deley, 

Among the 266 respondents who indi- 
cated withdrawal from regular session at 
SSC sometime during the preceding three 
years, 17’. had subsequently re-enrolled 
at SSC, 30% had transferred, The largest 
group however, 53%. of those who reported 
leaving SSC, had dropped all studies any- 
where, 


Reasons for transter 


Looking first at reasons given by those 
who transferred from SSC, the survey 
found that both men and women most 
frequently cited their belief that the new 
institution had ‘‘more adequate course of- 
ferings’’ in their major. 


The second most important reason 
stated by men who transferred was a 
change in their curricular interests, whole 
women mentioned second their desire to 
be in a smaller college. (A substantial 
group of women also said they left because 
they wanted to be in a larger college, 
however .) 
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Those who had discontinued all studies 
anywhere, the ‘‘true dropouts,’’ offered 
a wide variety of reasons. For men, a 
lack of interesi in their studies was most 
often mentioned. Women, on the other 
hand, were more likely to name marriage 
plans as the major reason, while lack of 
interest in studies was in second place, 
Trouble or disappointment over grades 
was mentioned in second place by men, 
third by women, 

The majority of the ‘true dropouts’’, 
as expected, were employed full-time. 
For 60% of the male dropouts, however, 
“employment’’ meant full-time military 
service. 

DeLey noted that reasons cited by SSC's 
dropouts and transfers are very similar 
to those found in comparable studies else- 
where in the nation 


Dropouts compared 


had dropped all college 
studies were more likely than 
‘continuers’’ to say they had originally 
been undecided about earning abachelor’s 
degree at the time of first entering SSC, 
and that they had been fairly definite 
plans not to stay for a bachelor’s degree 
at that time, 

Parental influence also appeared to play 
a role, Women (but not men) who continued 
without interruption were significantly 
more likely than dropouts to say their 
mothers considered a bachelor’s degree 
important for them, Both male and fe- 
male ‘‘continuers’’ were somewhat more 
likely than dropouts to say also that their 
fathers rated a college degree relatively 
important, although these trends did not 
reach statistical significance in terms of 
Chi Square (,05 level), 

Mental aptitude (ACT) was significantly 
related to dropping out for women, but 
not men, Women dropouts had slightly 
lower average aptitude scores than did 
continuing women, 

No r¢lationship whatsoever was found 
between dropping out and wither the 
father’s educational level or type of living 
accomodations as freshmen, 

For many of the student who drop out 
of college, the problem seems to be one 
of motivation, DeLey observes, ‘‘Many 
students are under strong pressure from 
parents and relatives to make an early 
decision--as college sophomores, fresh- 
men or even as high school seniors-- 
on a specific vocational goal and acade mic 
major, They are ‘pushed’ to make this 
decision before they have genuine fa- 
miliarity with vocational! fields and before 
they can find out whether they are really 
interested in, or have the aptitude for the 
related course work, 

“The ‘Great Plan’, as some have 
termed it, calls for the student to remain 
committed to his early decision, and con- 
siders ‘hat one who becomes uncertain 
ebout his major or vocational goal is 
wasting time and money by remaining in 
college.”’ 

As time moves on, the student often 
finds the course area or vocation different 
from what he had imagined, or discovers 
that his aptitude lies elsewhere, He often 
reacts to this new uncertainty by dropping 
out of college entirely. 

lhis can be agreat mistake, inDeLey’s 
view, ‘‘We need to realize thal students 
often change their majors and vocationai 
goals a number of times prior to com- 
pleting their education, and sometimes 
after graduation, This should be recarded 
as normal and acceptable by 
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teachers, and students; college should be 
recognized as a place where individuals 
can explore various fields in the process 
of formulating their goals, as well as a 
place for achieving those goals,’’ The 
student should not feel that being un- 
decided at a given time means that he 
should drop out, 

Admittedly, some students who have 
withdrawn return later to college, looking 
back on their period of withdrawal as a 
valuable experience, DeLey asserts, 
‘Apparently a dropout period offers for 
some an opportunity to reassess goais, to 
explore the job market, to discover new 
interests or to develop a new appreciation 
of the intrinsic or extrinsic value of a 
college education,’’ For most students, 
DeLey thinks, dropping out is needless and 
largely wasteful, however, 

Further studies of the dropout pheno- 
menon are needed, he contends, to find 
out what kinds of experiences during with- 
drawal! periods have made positive contri- 
butions to the individuals involved, These, 


in tt suggest changes in curricula 
for elevancy, or may indicate 
possi for new variations in the 
organi zai of curricula (for example, 


new combinations of work-study), ‘‘The 
most valuable aspects of dropout periods,”’ 
DelLey notes, ‘‘could be combined with 
related curricular study, so that the 
student continues uninterrupted academi« 


progress,”’

toward a degree. 


There are, of course, no easy answers to this problem As long as 
the state’s administration persists in it’s elitist attitudes towards 
education, the present intolerable situation wil! continue.

Psych inner sanctum

For the past year interested students and faculty members of the SSC 
Psychology Department have sought ways and means whereby the student 
may exercise a greater voice in departmental affairs, 
As a senior psychology student I have been a part of that effort and 
would like to comment on what appears to be the final result, The 
following resolution was approved by approximately a 2-1 vote of the 
Psychology Department faculty: 
BE IT RESOLVED that three student representatives shall be elected 

in October, 1969 to serve for a two semester term, One representative 
must be 4 graduate student inpsychology elected by psychology graduate 
students, Two representatives must be senior psychology majors elected 
by under-graduate psychology majors, 
The three representatives shall attend faculty meetings and shall 
have voting rights in all decisions except those concerning faculty 
personne! matters such as selection, retention, pay, promotion, work 
stoppage, resolutions to administrative officials, election to academic 
committees, and election of department chairman, and stuu: ot personnel 
matters such as selection of graduate students, awarding of teaching 
assistantships, decisions about theses, etc. The representatives must 
hold three open meetings with their constituents during their term 
in office, with at least one meeting during the Fall Semester. At the 
meetings with students they shal! report on their activities and seek 
student opinion on important matters. 
The election shall be conducted in the psychology office, with 
eligibility of voters being checked when ballots are cast, At least 507, 
of the eligible voters must vote, or the election shall be declared void, 
The requirement applies separately to the graduate and undergraduate 
elections, Additional details of the election process shall be decided 
by the department chairman in consultation with the faculty. 
[his temporary plan for increasing studem participation shall be 
evaiuated in May, 1970 by the faculty in a closed meeting without the 
student representatives. A simple majority of the faculty shall! be 
required to continue the plan in 1970-71. Any change in the scope of the 
representatives participation shal! require a majority vote of the faculty, 







































No bill of rights 


It is not my purpose to comment on how littie formal representation 
this resolution allows the student, or to say optimistically that it is, 
however, a first step. These are, really, minor considerations, As a 
student I am quite prepared to accept a limited role which provides 
an increase in the quantity and, most important, the quality of student- 
faculty interactions, 

To me, student representation at faculty meetings would bea 
recognition by the faculty that the student is more than a means for 
employment and research; that he has a basic right to a voice in his 
education; that he actually can contribute to the achievement of greater 
relevance in higher education, 

I feel that the only real problem should be the determination of what 
the student can contribute. Granting the student a voice in dept. affairs 
should in essence be the faculty adoption ofa student bill of rights. This 
would remove the traditional academic barrier which has isolated the 
student to the classroom to function primarily as a receptor, and 
progress could be made towards mutual agreement on the depth of 
student contributions. 

But, read the resolution again. Acceptance is not recognition, 
Its tone reflects a basic philosophy antithetical to the idea of student- 
faculty equality on any level. The language has the flavor of a legal 
brief or a laboratory experiment report, Indeed, where does the reso- 
lution recognize the student in a higher capacity than that of a sophis- 
ticated subject in a controlled experiment? Let me rephrase the last 
paragraph of the resolution without changing its meaning: At the ter- 
m nation of the experiment, collected data will be analyzed. If subjects 
have not performed successfully to the established criterion at a 
significant level (@< .0D, the hypothesis that the student is capable 
of acceptable, intelligent behavior will be considered not tenable, 

In addition, the third paragraph of the resolution ignores the results 
of the Psychology Department Student Opinion Questionnaire in which 
a mijority of a representative sample of psychology majors indicated 
a desire for some type of student repre sentation, It implies that, after 
all, only @ minority of students really want representation, 

Further, this resolution reflects the fear of an organized, coherent 
group for the disorganized rabble and makes it plain that whatever 
the intrinsic worth of the student, he is seriously compromised by 
lack of academic achievement, The burden of proof clearly lies on the 
student, 


Trust missing 


Finally, overall, there is one vital element missing: Trust, Trust 
is always needed to improve the relations between any two groups, 
but in view of the myriad of problems facing higher education today it 
is sorely missed as a unifying aid within the academic community — 
we could use it here, 

This comment is not a prediction of failure, and is not a clarion 
call for a student-faculty love-in, It is simply an observation that 
although the SSC Psychology Department offers a course in humanistic 
Psychology, its principles have not been implemented, at least not in 
the above resolution, 

The important point is this: the faculty has chosen to view the student 
as 4 separate political entity and has responded to his desire for repre- 
sentation, in power terms, The result is that the student will tend to 
consider not the quality and depth of his contribution, but simply how 
mutiny students are needed within the inner sanctum of the Psychology 
Department to create a balance of power,

Three coordinators of ethnic 
studies have been appointed at 
Sacramento State College. 

They are Manuel Alonzo who 
will coordinate the Mexican- 
American program; Jess McClure 
who will head the Afro-American 
program; and Tohru Yamanaka, 
who will direct the Asian- 
American program. 

They will work under the direc- 
tion of Dr, Fannie Canson, director 
of the new ethnic studies center. 

The coordinators wil! work with 
students and faculty members to 
develop course offerings in v- rious 
ethnic fields and encourage hiring 
qualified SSC faculty members 
from ethnic minority groups. 
Forty such courses developed over 
the summer are presently 
being offered. 

The Ethnic Studies Center will 
also sponsor research oriented 
toward ethnic minority groups in 
the community and on campus. 

Alonzo graduated from Long 
Beach State College and holds a 
master of arts degree from SSC. 

Last year he was a member of

He was a high school English

Alonzo has also taught courses 
on ‘*Chicano Culture and 
Personality’? and on the ‘‘Mexi- 
can-American in Contemporary 
California’ for the extension divi- 
sions of Sacramento State College 
and the University of California, 
Santa Cruz.

Community Center, and as director

McClure graduated from Louis- 
ville Male High School in 
Louisville, Ky., and received both 
his baccalaureate and masters 
degrees from the University of 
Michigan. 

He has worked with 
community organizations 
troit and Ann Arbor, Mich.

For the first time in the seven 
years he has been chancellor of the 
California State Colleges, Dumke 
faces a coalition of forces that 
could be strong enough to topple 
him. 

Long unpopular with the faculty 
members of the 18 state college 
campuses, the chancellor now is 
also having difficulties with the 
members of the Board of Trustees 
and members of the legislature, 
And the man who brought Dumke 
to his tenuous position is former 
Sacramento State College Presi- 
dent Robert Johns, 

An investigation of financial 
affairs at Sacramentc State by the 
auditor general disclosed the ex- 
penditure of thousanc's of dollars 
under questionable circumstances, 
Dumke’s problem is a persistent 
belief that he knew about the 
financial irregularities at the 
school and did little to correct 
them. Although Dumke on several 
occasions has denied being lax, 
both trustees and legislators con- 
tinue to hold that opinion. 

So strong is this view on the 
legislature that a bill now sailing 
toward passage on an emergency

basis would establish tight 
regulations to prevent similar oc- 
currences, On the Board of 
Trustees, the opinion has led toa 
call by one member for a com- 
plete review of the chancellor’s 
stewardship, 


In an apparent effort to stem 
some of the criticism, Dumke last 
Thursday issued an executive 
order tightening spending control 
over campus nonprofit foundations, 
It was in such organizations that 
much of the questionable dealings 
occurred at Sacramento State, 

But the chancellor’s move came 
the day after the Assembly, ona 
71 to 2 vote, passed the bill regu- 
lating expenditures of the non- 
profit organizations, It was a month 
and a half after the state auditor 
general released his report on 
expenditures at Sacramento State, 
It was at least 10 months after 
Dumke knew about the problems 
at Sacramento State and on other 
campuses, 

There was abundant evidence of 
Dumke’s tenuous situation at the 
July 9 meeting of the State College 


Board of Trustees, Harry EF, 
Brakebill, vice chancellor for 
business, told the board the chan- 


cellor’s office had known about 
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most ofthe irreguiarities at Sacra- 
mento State for a year, He said 
it was the chance!lor’s office that 
tipped off the State Department of 
Finance and 
General to the irregular activities 
at the school, 

Futhermore, Brakebill said, 
the chancellor had been assured 
by former president Robert Johns 
that all discrepancies would be 
corrected, 

“You say you knew about the 
irregularities for a year,’’ inter- 
jected Trustee Dudley Swin. ‘‘When 
Johns didn’t respond in writing, 
why was he not pressed’? We have 
a chief executive officer of the 
state colleges (Dumke). It is the 
responsibility of the chancellor and 
the staff to advise the board, How 
come it was left to the auditor 
general to uncover this’?’’ 

Dumke replied: 

‘‘The information was turned 
over to the auditor general and 
the Department of Finance, and we 
believed these things were under 
control, 

“We were supported in our 
belief by the very agency (the 
auditor general’s office) which is 
now trying to smear us, I think 
I know what happened-someone 
asked certain legislators for a 
quick report, This constant boring 
is in terms of shortcomings of 
this office has no basis in fact.’’ 

Swim persisted: 

“The questuon 1s, are we pro- 
viding effective management for 
the California State Colleges’’’ 

Dumke replied, angrily: 

‘That is something the trustees 
will have to review,’’ 

To reporters after the session 
Trustee Donald M, Hart declared: 





“It is my considered opinion, 
as one trustee, that the steward- 
ship of the chancellor, together 


with certain members of his staff, 
should be critically reviewed by 
the trustees at an early date with 
a view to making some long-over- 
due personne! changes,”’ 


Assemblyman Objects 


A newspaper account of the ex- 
change between Dumke and Swim 
aroused even more ire in the 
Capitol, Los Angeles Assembly- 
men Vincent Thomas, chairman 
of the Joint Legislative Audit Com- 
mittee, sent a strongly worded 
letter to Trustee Albert J, Ruffo, 
chairman of the Board of Trustees 
audit committee. 

Thomas took particular excep- 
tion to Dumke’s charge that the 
auditor general was trying to 
smear the chancellor’s office. The 
assemblyman wrote: 

‘*The auditor general is a legis- 
lative employee of the highest 
caliber, and he conducts himself 
in a most professional manner 
at all times, Additionally, the 
auditor general receives his in- 
structions from the Joint Legis- 
lative Audit Committee, and only 
the joint committee make s decision 
on such questions as work assign- 
ments, releasing reports, press 
releases, etc,’’ 

Furthermore, Thomas wrote, 
‘‘nothing could be further from the 
truth’’ than Dumke’s assertion that 
the auditor general had received 
most of his information from the 
chancellor’s office. 

“It took approximately ten 
months for the auditor genera! to 
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receive any information from the 
chancellor’s office, and the 
chancellor’s reports reached no 
conclusions, The reports simply 
were requests to the president 
of Sacramento State College for 
replies to questions on the same 
two subjects covered in audit 
letters issued by the Department 
of Finance.’’ 


Two Requests Made 


In a memorandum Thomas at- 
tached to the letter, the auditor 
general’s office explains that it 
twice had to ask the chancellor’s 
staff for information about Sacra- 
mento State, The first request was 
made in July 1968; the second in 
\pril 1969. 

‘In response to our second re- 
quest to the chancellor’s office, 
they provided us with their audit 
letters, some of which were dated 
as far back as 1967. The most 
recent audit letter from the chan- 
cellor’s office was dated February 
1968,”’ 

That, of course, was five months 
before the auditor general 
originally asked for information 
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about the college. 

The questions now asked in the 
Capitol are: 

Why did Dumke’s office wait 
so long to provide information the 
auditor requested’? 

Why did Dumke’s office now 
maintain that the entire in- 
vestigation of Sacramento State 
results from the discrepancies 
discovered by his office’? 

Thomas suggested in his ‘etter 
that Ruffo and the other members 
of the Board of Trustees audit 
committee meet directly with 
members of the Joint Legislative 
Audit Committee. In effect, the 
assemblyman was advising the 
trustees they would have to contact 
sources other than the chancellor’ s 
office if they really want to know 
what is going on, 


SSC Most Serious 


If Robert Johns and Sacramento 
State College were the only 
examples of suspected mis- 
management of funds by state col- 
leges. Dumke’s explanations might 
gain more acceptance with the 
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legislature. But the Sacramento 
State situation is only the most 
recent and most serious ofa group 
of problems at state colleges, 

The legislature’s effort to move 
against financial laxity in state 
college auxilary organization is 
contained in Senate Bill 19 by Sen, 
John LL, Harmer, Thomas is 
carrying the measure in the 
Assembly. The bill was introduced 
on Jan, 7, but it has been amended 
six times since then, each time to 
correct some newly discovered 
problem. 

One amendment picked up an 
urgency clause that would put the 
measure into effect immediately 
upon the governor’s signature, The 
urgency clause requires the bill 
to get a two-thirds majority vote 
in the legislature, But the backers 
of the measure, sensing the general 
uneasiness among the members of 
the legislature about the state 
colleges, see no problem in getting 
the needed majority. 

The tone of the legislature’s 
concern is contained ina document 
prepared by the auditor general’s 
staff in support of SB 19, It simply 
describes these occurrences on six 
(tne Bee ver sion only included five) 
campuses: 

‘‘Fullerton State College: 
Lost in excess of $400,000 on off- 
campus housing, bookstore and 
food service. 
“Stanislaus State Coilege: 
Unaccounted for missing deposits 
of the bookstore and foundation 
amounting to $10,630 in 1966. 
“San Fernando Valley State 
College: Missing deposits from the 
student organization’s business 
office of $3,389 in 1967-68. 
‘Sacramento State College: 
Questionable use of foundauon 
funds for the personal benefit of the 
former president of the college. 
Major contracts let for food ser- 
vice, consulting services and con- 
struction of bleachers without 
proper bidding procedures, 
“San Francisco State 
College: Student organization funds 
held by the Bank of America as 
receiver by court order because of 
alleged misuse of funds, poor ac- 
counting and lack of other sound 
business practices,”’ 

When the auditor general’s 
report was released in June, it 
created a shock wave at 
Sacramento State College. The 
campus now is quieting down. 

But with the commotion growing 
louder in the Capitol and among 
some members of the Board of 
Trustees, the final chapter of the 
Robert Johns story might well 
be written in the Los Angeles 
headquarters of the California 
State Colleges.

lights project study 


Another chapter was completed 
Monday in the continuing conflict 
over lights on the football field, 
The Student Senate, after recon- 
sidering its resolution of June 13, 
decided to forego a feasibility study 
on the project and, by so doing, 
opened the door for construction 
bids, 

The resolution passed on June 
13 declared that no money could 
be spent for the lights until the 
feasibility study had been 
conducted by a competent, profes- 
sional consultant service, 

By voting that the allocation 
need not wait for a feasibility study, 
the obstacle which had prevented 
advertising for bids for con- 
struction of the lights was re- 
moved, 

Executive Dean Bulat, ina letter 
to the ASSSC said that the plans 
for the lights by Koch and Chun, 
electrical engineers, had been ap- 
proved and that Student Body 
President, Steve Whitmore, was 
to advertise for bids, According 


to the plans the total cost of con- 
struction, without going out for bid, 
is $90,500.00; plans specifications, 
engineering and inspection fees 
would boost the total project cost 
to $100,490.00, This is $4,010.00 
below the total budget allowance. 

The imminent possibility of a 
referendum on the mandatory pay - 
ment of student body membership 
fees has added further confusion 
to the controversy over the lights, 
Another impasse was reached when 
Whitmore said he will issue a 
memo advising against advertising 
for bids. 

According to John Krier, ASSSC 
manager, approximately 
$40,000.00 of the estimated 
$104,500.00 budgeted for the 
project would have to be borrowed, 
The rest would be paid out of funds 
already available, Voluntary 
student body fees could possibly 
mean that the ASSSC would not 
have enough money to pay their 
loan commitment, if such a com- 
mitment were made.

History evaluation may 
set campus-wide trend

With the premise that ‘‘ students 
should have representation and say 
so in all departmental matters,’’ 
the history department at Sacra- 
mento State College has initiated 
+ new program which, if success- 
ful, would provide a mode! for 
urther student involvement in 
college government. 

The history department, under 
the direction of Chairman Less 
Royal, has begun the publication 
of a ‘‘Course Guide and Evaluation 
Booklet,’’ something which many 
at SSC have been trying to initiate 
for several years. The booklet 
is the only one published by any 
department at SSC and provides 
useful information to prospective 
history students, It is hoped that 
it will be a prelude of things to 
come in other departments on 
campus. 

The new program for student 
participation in the governing of 
the department is based on a 
system of committees with its 
basic unit in what Dan Litowsky, 
vice chairman of the history 
department steering committee, 
calls ‘‘the Council of Ninety.’’ This 
name is a result of the system 
which allows for one elected repre- 
sentative from each class in the 
nistory department to be a member 
wf the council. There are © inety 

lasses in the department, ('ws the 
‘Council of Ninety.”’ 

Among the ninety representa- 
tives, sever are then elected by 
the ninety to be established in the 
department with the same and equal 
rights as any professor on the 
staff. This gives the students 
an effective and important voice 
in the governing of the department. 

Dr. Robert Donaldson, past 
president of the Academic Senate 
and one of the main advocates of 
this type of system, feels that it is 
important that everyone realize 
this system is actually at work this 
semester on the SSC campus. Each 
student in all the history classes, 
whether or not he or she is a 
history major, will have equal 
voting rights to decide who will

represent them on the Council of 
Ninety. According to Donaldson, 
each student who takes a history 
course ‘‘is entitled to representa- 
tion in the department,’’ and that 
almost all students are capable 
of ‘‘making decisions which affect 
the department.”’ 


In order that all students be 
able to take part in this type of 
system, the history department 
is setting aside a certain period 
each week when there will be no 
history classes held so that all 
students will be available. This 
time should be spent at the meeting 
of the ‘‘Ninety’’ and other depart- 
mental meetings. 


Steve Whitmore, ASSSC Presi- 
dent, when asked what he thought 
of the system said, ‘‘! support 
the program because I fee! that it 
is vitally important that students 
have a voice inthe academic affairs 
of the college.”’ 


Whether or not this type of 
system will work in the SSC his- 
tory department depends upon the 
people who take part. In effect, 
these people are the students in 
the department working along with 
the department faculty members. 
The premise that students should 
have an effective voice in academic 
affairs is, at last, being tested.

and Evaluation 


While rocks were hurled and 
bodies injured during the violence 
at San Francisco State College 
last year, Sacramento State showed 
its concern for the crisis by 
scheduling departmenta| convo- 
cations in one academic depart- 
ment, 

The SSC history department, led 
by interested students, has had a 
slight face lifting with possible 
campus wide repercussions, by 
carrying through some of the ten 
proposals of last year’s convoca- 
tion. 

The Student Committee of the 
SSC history department has pre- 
pared what it calls an 83 page 
“Student Evaluation and Course 
Guide Booklet, part of a revolution 
in academic affairs,”’ 

During the spring, 1969 
semester, all students in every 
history class were given lengthy 
que stionnaires to fill out. 

The students evaluated the pro- 
fessor, class time, reading 
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material, examinations, paper as- 
signments, and discussion section 
if applicable, The questionnaire 
consisted of 41 questions with space 
for lengthy comments, 

‘This evaluation was borninan 
atmosphere of much controversy 
and surrounded by considerable 
skepticism,’’ wrote the committee 
in the first page of the booklet, 

The first section of the booklet 
consists of summaries of classes 
written by each instructor. They 
include requirements for each 
class, course objectives, and the 
number of students who may en- 
roil in their courses, 

The student committee feels 
this course guideline saves 
students and the administration 
time and confusion in choosing 
courses best geared to the indivi- 
dual student’s requirements. 

In making public a ‘‘detailed 
and accurate’ picture of the 
history department, the student 
committee feels professors are 
now challenged and kept on their 
toes, 

The course guide booklet is a- 
vailable for $! in the history 
department office, SS 215. Limited 
copies are available, 

Committee members say they 
are willing to help other students 
begin such a program in their own 
department, Interested students 


may contact Wini Farmer, history J 


department secretary or write in 
care of Karen Critchlow, history 
department mailbox, SS 232. 
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The student committee said it 
has ‘‘prepared this booklet out of 
the firm conviction that student 
involvement in the planning and 
policy making of the educational 
institution needs to be radically 
increased,”’ 

The Student Committee of the 
SSC history department consists 
of Richard Prosser, chairman; 
Daniel Litowsky, vice chairman; 
Marti Schlumpf, secretary; Karen 
Critchlow, chairman of the student 
evaluation and course guide book- 
let; and Don Fanning, Sam Miller, 
Marsha Holmes, and Don Lund- 
berg. 

Despite stumbling blocks, ap- 
prehension and curves thrown by 
the history department, the student 
committee said it made many 
demands and won. 

‘“‘We believe that students’ 
opinion on academic decisions are 
as relevant and important as any- 
one else’s,’” wrote the committee,
